OUR SALMON FISHERIES. 



W» nhsll bo greatly surprised and dia. 
appointed :f tho present ngitation in favor 
ol protecting our salmon fisheries should 
jvot. r*>ull is some effective measures to 
Bt>oi>r<> llui desired ond. With tbo fate 
bofo o at. of salmon-producing streams 
in Oregon an.! California, on tho Eastern 
Ehores o. 5 thw continent and of Europe, it 
should noi v .v u dlitieult matter to framo 
and imposo ;«gnlati his that will effectu- 
ally preserve our 'i. herios from destruc- 
tion. The Mai.i'-und pnpers havo taken 
the matter up ^ \th •yiuntth, and every 
well-wisher of tne country must hope 
that their efforts will d:A tr.W in produc- 
ing the desirod result, liv a Wo number 
of the Guardian we 1? (id a ielter on tho 
subject •which expose* **ie u.oda adopted 
by some of tho canneries in tjidng lish. 
The writer says: 

"During the present season lb ore has 
beon a reckless waste o* vul'Mbia firth, a 
fact which has been fully atti ste 1 b ; ibo 
presenco of floating masses of pu'.rid e&r 
oasses which have beon polluti . .• >V7orv 
arm of tho river from tho city tt i':P 
but is it not monstrous that som 3 " -w 
cannerios, not content with tho ,>'...'':.,, t 
of fish with which they havo boon 
lo overflowing during the passage o: 
iish up to their spawning grounds, ur 
with a ruthless vandalism at which ov. .• 
feeling of humanity involuntarily recoil :, 
catching them on tbo very bunks on whka 
their spawn is being deposited ?" 

This picture, wo are assured, is not 
overdrawn. The wanton, wicked destruc- 
tion of lishlifo on the Eraser this year is 
described as shocking; and the charge 
that tho lish are followed to their spawi'- 
ing-beds and there captured is susceptibL 
of tho most complete proof. All havo 
heard of the man who killed the goose 
that laid tho golden egg; but wo fuuoy 
that fow have met with a man who would 
have thrown away tho egg as well. Tho 
parties on thePraserwho are guilty of dis- 
turbing the spawning-beds destroy not only 
the mature lish but tho lives in embryo of 
myriads of young fish. Suppose that this 
reckless disregard of nil natural laws 
should contiuno another season or two 
(admitting that a great deal of harm bus 
not been already been done) what will be 
tho inevitable result? Tho failure of the 
fisheries. A great and permanent source 
of wealth will bo destroyed, and oueo ile 
stroyed will probably never bo restored. 
As a matter of course the companies now 
at work on the Frasor Iviver wish to catch 
all tho fish they can and can all thoy 
Hitch ;and if they should clear 550,000 in a 
single season it is better (for them) than 
if they were to clear tbo samo sum id four 
or iivo years. But is it better for the 
country ? Tho companies, when tho fish- 
eries cease to pay, will go elsewhere, and 
if thoy cannot find another foolish people 
who will allow them to wantonly destroy 
tlieir common property in a haste to got 
lich, thoy will repose on their wealth and 
British Columbia will bo so much tho 
poorer. The country will remain, and 
the people will have to str uggle along 
with their greatest source of wealth de- 
stroyed. 

We aio net surprised that a feeling of 
alarm exists in tho public mind at tho 
destructive policy of the cannery compan- 
ies, for we hear that sevoral companies, 
who have largely contributed to the flsli 
exhaustion of Columbia River, will re- 
move in tho Spring to Eraser River to 
follow out the samo programme there, It 
must not be allowed. Fishery companies 
must be mot with strict regulations, au 
infraction of which should involve tho 
imposition of a heavy penalty. So seri- 
ously has tho system of overfishing af 
footed Oregon that the Portlaud Board of 
Trade in their annual report havo made 
strong representations on tho subject. Wo 
commend a perusal of tho following ex- 
tracts from tlieir report to our readers: 

"It took three or four years before our 
merchants could successfully introduce 
canned salmon in'o the vaiious markets 
of tho world and remove tlio prejudice 
which formerly existed to it, and now 
that they havo not only successfully ac- 
complished all this but mado it a universal 
article of diot in groat demand ovor the 
civilizod world — which is yearly increas- 
ing— and which, like our wheat, hereafter, 
will find a ready market, it is painful to 
obsorve that with all our modern appli 
anoesand a more earnest competing search 
eacii year for fish, our salmon production 
is already falling off, and unless aotive 
measures are takon will gradually be on 
tho decline each year. What renders this 
valuable export of moro advantage to 
Oregon than anything olse is the fact that 
while all other countries compete with us 
ill raising wheat, wool and other products, 
no other country or stato in the world 
has competed or can possibly compete 
with us in producing canned salmon in 
large quantities, so that practically, with 
careful protection and developement of 
our salmon interests, wo can as a Stato 
have a monopoly over tho world in con- 
trolling the prices of articles of diet 
which are everywhere in daily consump- 
tion, and which ought and can yield 
to Oregon ten or twenty years honco an 
immense revenue, enriching our citiz< ns 
and increasing the Stato's wealth and pros- 
perity. We feel that to insure its event- 
ual sucoess legislative measures must at 
onco be adopted, and thoso engaged in 
the enterprise must take a more aotive in- 
terest in its development than thoy havo 
hitherto done. Wo maintain that it is tho 
duty of tho Stato of Oregon and tho Ter- 
ritory of Washington, within whose boun- 
daries this enterprise is carried on, legis- 
latively to foster and regulate this inter- 
est; failing which, that Congress should, 
in our opinion, pass a law taxing each 
easo of sslmon exported from Oregon and 
Washington Territory with a small fixed 
duty, the revenue so obtained to bo spe- 
cially applied each year in propagating 
nnd annually developing the salmon in- 
dustries of Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritory. This, however, is not all. It is 
well known that the mode by which 
salmon aro now caught on tho Columbia 
River is simply a wholesale destruction 



necossity of such legislation— ouo or two 
members actually insisting that Columbia 
river salmon wore inexhaustible and could 
bo secured in any requirod quantity overy 
year — tho bill failed to pnss. Our salmon 
protection committee have, however, 
takon tho matter in hand, and, in conjunc- 
tion with our secretary, will proceed to 
Olympia next mouth to ask tho necessary 
legislation from Washington Territory, to 
take effect only on a similar law passing 
next year in Oregon. Thero is no sub- 
ject of deeper importance to tho vital 
interests of Oregon as a state than this 
salmon protection mattor, or ono requir- 
ing such immediato aotiou on tho part of 
her citizons; thoso who take a deop in- 
terest in tho welfare of our stato should 
give us their united support. Four years 
hence it will bo too lato to adopt legisla- 
tive measures."

Editor Colonist: — Sir,— A copy of 
your editorial comments upon my leoturo 
on "Tlie Liberty of man. woman and 
child," hag been handed mo, and I beg 
leave to reply, sinco I feel sure that you 
would not thus have oxjdained yourself 
if you had boon more fully acquainted 
with my views. 

I hold that mankind are industrially, 
religiously and socially enslaved. 1 ar- 
rive at thia conclusion, relative to the in- 
dustrial system, when I see the toiling 
masaos sweating under a heavy load of 
poverty, while the nouproducors roll in 
luxury, aud livo in ease. My conviction 
regarding tho roligious enslavement of 
mankind, is based upon tho fact that thoy 
aro made to pay roundly for a system of 
belief which damns them on a false hypo- 
thesis. 

I deiiounco tho present social relations, 
because they tend to keep woman in sub- 
jection to tho lower and baser passions of 
man, because it is impossible, under tho 
present system, for her to act in accor- 
dance with tho holy instincts of love. 

I reiterate hero, what 1 affirmed at 
Central Hall, that whore love is absent in 
tho conjugal relation, there is no virtue; 
mid I unhesitatingly aver that ninc-tonths 
of mankind, judged by this standard, aro 
livingin adultery in tho marriage relation. 
I believe in and advocate a purity which 
is deepor than external farms; and I de- 
mand tho same purity in man that I do- 
siro in woman. Free love alone will on- 
suio this, since affection can never be coerc- 
ed. 

Tho marriage law, however, is based 
upon tho assumption that it can bo, 
and that it is bettor for man and woman 
to livo together in the conjugal relation, 
aftor love has ceased to exist, rathor than 
to go apart. I deny this, since the only 
legitimate reason for such relationship is the 
existence of mutual affection. 

The book of Chas.Bradlaugh and Mdm. 
Beaant 1 hold is a good book, siuco it was 
writ'eu for a good purpose Over-popu- 
lation and unwilling motherhood, which 
aro about us every whoro, have been the de- 
spair of tho humanitarians and philoso- 
phers for oenturies. No thinking person 
can fail to seo that children, born into tho 
world without welcome, and under miser- 
able circumstances, have imposed upon 
them a load which is not in accord with 
the highest human justice. Thorefore, if 
Mr, Bradl nigh and Mdm. Besant can in- 
form men and women how this stttto of 
things can be remedied, I hold thoy havo 
done humanity a service. 

In conclusion, il is precisely bectuiso I 
believe in true purity, true lovo, true jus- 
tico and harmony, that I decry tho pre- 
sent falso and demoralizing conditions 
existing in tho name of law audordor.und

EUROPE. 

New York, Sopt. 4. — Tho "Times" 
Loudon special stalostlmt it is becom- 
ing quite apparent that tho friends of 
the Russians in high quarters in Eng- 
land are using their influence in favor 
of peace. There is a strong feeling 
that Russia, for a timo tit loast, and so 
far aa this) year's campaign is concern- 
ed, has beon badly beaten; that hor 
responsibility in eommonciug war is 
growing more serious ovory day; and 
also, that othor dangers bosides Turk- 
ish bayonets threaten her armies. It 
is thought under those circumstances 
that she may be in a temper not to 
repel the good offices of othor powers 
in favor of peace and in the event of 
efforts at mediation being made Turkey 
will do all that could bo required as 
concession. Turkish successes have 
not affected English friends of Russia 
alone, but nlso have had a marked in- 
fluence on tho tributary provinces of 
Turkey. Servia now hesitates to take 
part in tho war. Greek sympathy with 
tho sufferiugs of Greeks who aro sub- 
ject to Turkey is checkered and llou- 
mania deeply regrets having entered 
tho struggle. 

A correspondent of the "Times" at 
Bucharest says Prince Charles' army 
is in a torriblo condition — ill fed and 
unpaid, and scourged with typhus 
fovor and dysentery, which aro raging 
iu thoir camp. Cart-loads of corpses 
are buried daily. Their hospital stores 
aro short and no meat is served to tljoin 
notwithstanding tho enormous volun- 
tary contributions that have been 
poured into the treasury of the Prince 
during the enthusiasm at tho early stage 
of war. Another frightful source of 
disease aro the recent heavy rains that 
have washed down from tho battle held 
and camps oil tho tributaries of the 
Danube tho dead bodies of men and 
animals which aro spreading pestilen- 
tial emanations everywhere along tho 
course of the groat river, and coupled 
with the fear of depression caused by 
Turkish victories produce physical and 
mental conditions for fatal disease 
The Turks continue active at all points, 
showing iu recent encounters tho same 
qualities in tho open held that havo 
been so marked a feature of their light- 
ing behind entrenchments. In short, 
the only bright spot in tho cloud that 
at present hangs ovor the Russians is 
their heroic maintuiuanco of their 
position in Schipka Pass, although 
they havo retained it at an enormous 
sacrifice. 

London, Sept. 2. — A correspondent 
with the Turks at Schipka Puss tele- 
graphs thataJarge reinforcement and 
several mortars hud arrived and a 
decisive action against tho Russian 
position will be undertaken shortly. 
Another telegram Btates tho Russians 
havo just boon reinforced. 

Constantinople, Sept. 3. — Tho gar- 
risOn of RuBtchuek has made a sortie, 
defeating the Russians. 

London, Sopt. 3. — A correspondent 
describing a visit to Schipka Pass on 
Friday last says Suleiman Pasha has 
abandoned tho attempt on tho Russian 
position and marched away from the 
neighborhood of Schipka. Somo say 
ho is still at ICazanlik; others nay ho 
is searching for another pass; I belie vo 
he is engaged trying to reorganize his 
scattered forces. Thore remain still 
confronting tho Russian a few battal- 
ions of Egyptians with somo cannon 
on tho heights and a few miscellaneous 
battalions in tho village of Schipka. 
Several Russian reinforcements have 
beon marched back and Gon. Nepo- 
koitischitzky, tho Grand Duke Nicho- 
las' chief of stall, was returning from 
his visit to the pass quite relieved and 
satisfied. 

Constantinople, Sopt. 3. — Suleiman 
Pasha telegraphs from Schipka Pass 
that cannonading began again Satur- 
day and continued Sunday. A prisoner 
states that tbo effective strength of tho 
most of the Russian battalions has 
boon reduced by ono-half. Tho Bul- 
garians also suffered cruelly. 



English Mail. 

Tho death is announced of Mr. 
Henry Dunby Seymour, formerly M. 
P. for Poolo, which tookplaco sudden- 
ly on Friday night, at the residence of 
his sister tit Bridgewater, with whom 
ho was staying on a visit. Mr. Seymour 
left his residence in Piccadilly to pay 
a visit to his sister, beiug at tho time 
in apparently perfect health. About 
ton o'clock at night ho was suddenly 
seized with a fit, and before medical 
aid could bo procured he was dead. 
Tho death is ascribed to apoplexy. 
Deceased figured a good deal in con- 
nection with tho Tichborno caso. 

Tho great increase in American 
dead-meat and live-stock trade is shown 
by statistics just issued. The value of 
tho exports in tho iirst six months of 
1876 amounted to $1,755,191, while 
for the first half of the present year it 
was $5,585,075.

The "Times" regrets to havo to re- 
cord tho death of Mrs. Marsh (Virginia 
Gabriel), the gifted composer of the 
"Widows Bewitched" and many well- 
known songs. While driving down 
Grosvenor-place in her Victoria on 
Sunday afternoon, tbo horse took 
fright and bolted. Unfortunately, iu 
jumping from the carriage, Mrs. Marsh 
was thrown on her head and became 
at once insensible. She was taken to 
St. George's Hospital, where it was 
found that she had concussion of tho 
brain, aud only lingered till Monday 
night. 

Mr. Charles Featherstone Dilko, of 
Maxtoke Custle, near Coleshill, War- 
wickshire, has committed suicide while 
staying at the Clarenco Hotel, llfra- 
combe, by cutting his throat with a 
dinner knife. The jury returned a 
verdict that tho act was committed 
while deceased was in an unsound stato 
of mind. M. Dilko was forty-one years 
of age. Ho was a country magistrate 
and a captain in tho Warwickshire 
Yeomanry. 

An application has been made to the 
Lord Chief Justice, at tho Central 
Criminal Court, for the postponement 
until next session of tho trial of the 
four prisoners charged with the murdor 
of Harriet Staunton at Pengo. The 
ground of the application was that tho 
prisoners had not been able to obtain 
certain medical evidence, which would 
bo forthcoming on their behalf if their 
trial wero postponed. The Attorney- 
General, who attended to prosecute, 
did not oppose tho application, but the 
Lord Chief Justice, in granting it, said 
he thought it was an unreasonable one 
and ho doubted whether both himself 
and the Attoriioy-General wero not 
wrong in acceding to it.
